I confeſs, all Travellers are not of alike 
Temper; ſome delight themſelves in Con- 
temp/ation of the Curioſities of Arts; ſome 
are taken with the Varieties of the Works of 
Nature; others ſpeculate,with a kind of Re- 
verence, the Decays and Ruins of Antiquity ; 
others ſtudioufly inform themſelves with the 
Tranſactions of Modern Times; others with 
#he Government and Dos others ſpeculate 
the ſtrange Cuſt- , and Faſhions of the Pla- 
ces they pals through ; to be ſhort,every one 
labours to entertaia the Reader with thoſe 
Objxets andRarities of ForeignParts his Ge- 
niys and Inclination is moſt affeted with. 

As to my ſelf, athongh during the ſpace of 
16 Years'I rapel, I ——_ have emdarged, aC- 
cording, to the Curioſity and Opportunity I 
have had i the rehearſal of many rare and 
exquiſite Things very obſervable; yet my 
chief Aim was, to make ſuch Remarks as

not, Reader; a like punAualnef, as to allthe 
forementioned places, becauſe very many 
things, which i might have obſerved, are 
muc agrexing, and ſo may be referred to 
what ſhall be ſpoken of the Polity and Go- 
vernment of Holland, which, for Reaſons I 
ſhall by and by hint art, is the chuef End I 
aimed at in this Treatiſe. _ | 
We will begin then in the firſt place with 
the Commonwealth of Holland, and Domi- 
nions of the States General, which ths for 
fome years were in a declining condition,and 
their Forces exceedingly weakened, by rea- 
fon of that fatal War it managed againſt Exg- 
land, France; and the Biſhop of Munſter, unto 
which, if we add the inteſtine Diviſions of 
thoſe two Factions,the Prince of Orange and 
Loweſtein, that Politick Body, was fo totter'd 
and torn, as did threaten” its utter and total 
Ruine: 

Bur as Bodies, whether Natural or Pohtick, 
after that a violent Fit hath fore ſhaken,di(l1- 
pated, and exhauſted their Spirits, may reco- 
ver vigor, and look lively again, if fo be the 
Radical Confticution and Natural Temper 
be not wholiy changed and depraved; even 
fo this Commonwea.th of Holland hath viiibly 
recovered Strength again, and atrfined its 
former Force agd Luſtre. 

We will therefore make ſome. Remarks, 
as to the Defects and Failings (oblerved nr 
oniy by me, but alſo by others) winch that 
B 2 tam9.i5 
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famous Commonwealth hath: of late years 
been guilty of; which I ſhall do not out of 
any Malice, or defign of Reficction, the in- 
tention of writing this Treatiſe being ſimply 
to inſert thoſe Defaults which the wiſeſt of 
Authors have always judged neceſſary, not 
only for the Reformation of this, but of all 
States whatſoever. 

This Commonwealth of Holand hath wor- 
thily been the Wonder of all Europe during 
this laſt Age,and perhaps not to beparallell'd 
in the Records of former Times; tor it we 
conſider how many years it was affaulted by 
the then moſt Potent Prince of Eurape, who 
alpired to no lefs than the Univerſal Empire; 
and that how formidable ſoeyer he were,yer 
they not on:y maintained their Pretenſions, 
but with unint-**-rupted Proſperity and Suc- 
cefsfulne( adva'$2d their Trade, and ſpread 
their Conqueſts ti all the four Parts of the 
World. 

Rowe it ſelf, though moſt famous and vi- 
&orious, yet could net, as is by jeved, in fo 
ſhore a time do whatby this Commonwealth 
hath been effeted. In dis and Africa they 
foon forced the Spaniard an:] Portugneſes to 
ra co them molt of their "trade and Pol: 

tons: And tho Erglund putin for a ſhare, 


yet they were a long while vigorouſly © 
pole by the Dwitb, and to this hour have 
enough to do to keep what they have gor- 
ren; fo that in leſs than 1co years thisCom-

monwealth by their Induſtry, and Art in 
Trading, are me ſo exceſſive Rich and 
Potent, that they began to Inſult, and would 
needs be Arbitrators to their Neighbouring 
Princes and States, and encroach upon their 
Territories and Dominions. 

This drew upon them that fatal War he- 
fore-mentioned, by which they were forely 
weaken'd and brought ſo low, that except 
GOD by a more than ordinary Providence 
had protected and appeared for them, they 
had certainly been ruinated, and never abic 
to recover haindaire again; however, their 
' Pride hereby was much abated: And as 
Luxury and Laſciviouſnek are the ſad Effes 
of Proſperity, as well as Pride; fo ſuch Vices 
n a Body Politick and Commonwealth as do 
corrupt the Radical Humours, by abating the 
Vigour of the Viral Parts, do inſenſibly tend 
to the Conſumption and Decay of thewhole. 

That this Commonwealth hath much re- 
covered its Strength, may clearly appear, it 
we conſider what great Things they have et- 
fected ſince the little time they have enjoyed 
Peace: They have in leſs than 7 Years built 
about 40 gallant Ships of War ; They have 
laid out vatt Sums of Treaſure in refortifying 
Norden, Maeftricht, Breda,theGreve.and many 
other Places; They have paid vaſt Sums of 
Money to their Allies for their Auxiliary 
3 Troopsas alſo 2000001. Sterling torhe King 
S of EglamtoEnjoy their Peace with him. And 
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beſides all this, their Encreaſe in Riches and 
Power may be oueſled at,by the many ſtately 
Houſes built within theſe 5 Years-in Amſter- 
daw,Rotterdam,and other Places; to all which 
we may add, to what exceſiive height the 
Actions of the Eaſt and Weſf-InaiaCompany 
are riſen, andthe Obligations from the States 
are ſo eſteemed as to Security, that they can 
et as much Mony as they pleaſeat 2 per Cenr. 
to ſpeak of 'the exceeding Encreaſe of 
their Subjects,occaſioned by the French King's 
Tyranny agaigſt'the diſtreſſed Proteſtants in 
France, Alſace, and other parts of his Con- 
gueſts; neither will we ſpeak of other Signs 
of the Encreaſe of this Commonwealth, as 
nat judging it- convenient to commit them 
to Paper, but will now proceed to ſhew the 
Method of Living and Travelling in the 
Domymons and Places of the States, which, 
ut you do well conſider, you may ſee how 
happy and eaſy the Government of England 
5, above that-of other Nations. 
The Brielin Holand is the ufualplace where 
the Pacquet and King's Pleafure-boats bring 
on ſuch 'as come to fee the United Provin- 
: Ces5] but of late Helwoer-Sluys is the placethe 
Pacquer comes to, as being the more conve- 
ment Port: Here be ſure to furniſh your ſelf 
well with Money. From hence you take a 
Boat to 'Maeſtand-Sluys or Rotterdam, which, 
if you go in Company with others, will only

And if a Reaſon ſhould be demanded , how 
At comes, to paſs that fo many Engliſh Ships 
Hould frequently) came to that Haven , It is 
eaſily anſwered, becauſe they can ordinarily 
Load and Unload,and make returns to Eng- 
land from Rotterdam before a_Ship can get 
clear from Amſterdam and the Texe!: And 
rtheretore your Engliſh Merchants find it 
Cheaper, and more Commodious for Trade,

In Delft is the great Magazin of Arms for 
the whole Province of Holland : Their 
Churches are very large, in one of which 
are Tombs of the Princes of Orange, Admi- 
ral Fromp, and General Morgans Els and 
in the Cloiſter over againſt the Church, you 
have an Inſcription in a Pillar of Brafs, ſhew. 
ing aſter what manner WilliamtheFirſt, that 
Famous Prince of Orange, was ſhot to Death 
by a Miſcreant Jeſuit , with his deſerved 
Puniſhment. 

Delft hath the third Voice in the States of 
Holland, and ſends its Deputies unto the Col- 
lege of the States General, and to all other 
Colleges of the Commonwealth They 
have alſo a Chamber in the Eaft-Idia Com- 
pany, as ſhall be more largely ſpoken to, 
when we ſhall come to "Treat ot the State 
of the ſaid Company.

Holland is , did not Build and Endow Col- 
leges after the manner of Oxford and Cam- 
bridge ; . anſwered , They had not fo many 
able and publick ſpirited Men as are in Erg- 
land, 2 to deal plainly with you, 1aid he, 
had weſuch Colleges,our Burghermaſters and 
iſtrates would fill them with theiyyr own 
and their Friends Sons, who by leading a 
lazie and idle Life, would never become

therefore he- judged it much better to put 
them to Penſion in Burghers-Houſes,lewing 
them to the care of the Profeſſors, who are 
very diligent in __ the Students at their 
Exerciſes, both at publick LeAures, and in 
eheir private _ _ witty cauſe 
them pun&ually at their appointed Hours to 
come tO me Pxarmioations and Lectures, 
beſides thoſe they have in publick. Their 
Churches are rare, fo are their Walks round 
the City, and the Fortifications very pleaſing 
ro behold. Here you have the River Rhine 
running th the City, and falling- into 
it from” Catwyck 6p Zee.. Leyden is very Fa- 
mous in Hiſtory for the long Siege 1t held 
out againſt the Spaniard. From hence for 
12 Stivers and an half you are brought to 
Haerlem by Water, being 12 Engliſh Miles. 
Harlem is Famous, in that Coſtor one of 
their firſt Invented the Art of Prin- 
reng. This  Coftor being ſuſpedted to be a 
 Conyurer, was fain to flee from Haerlem to 
Cologne in Germany , and there perfected his 
Invention, having in H:erlem y found out 
the way of Printing on one ſideof the Paper. 
The firſt Book he ever Printed is kept in the 
Stadt-houſe, forthoſe that are curious to ſee 
it, Here is one of the faireſt and largeſt 
Churches of the Seventeen Provinces, in the 
Walls whereof chere remain to thisday itick- 
ing, Cannon Bullets, ſhax by the Spaniards 
during the Siege thereof In. this Church 
Gs 
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are three Organs , as alſo the model of the 
three Ships that Sailed from Haerlem to Dani. 
ater, ſeizing the Caſtle in which the Earl of 
Holland was kept a Priſoner, and brought 
him away to Holland : In the Tower of this 
Church ewo Silver Bells, which they 
alſo brought from thence, and now Ring 
them every Night at nine a Clock. 

Haerlem is Renowned for making the fineſt 
Linnen Cloth, Tyffinies, Damasks, and 
Silk Stuffs; alſo Ribands and Tapes: They 
have Mills by which they can Weave 40 or 
ſo pieces at a time ; they make the fineſt 
white Thread and Tapes for Lace in the 
whole World; their Bleacherics ſurpaſs all 
other whatſoever, their Waters whitening 
Cloth berter than any m the Seventeen 
Provinces: They have a molt picaſant Grove 
like a little Wood,divided into Walks, where 
on Sundays and Holy-days the Citizens of 
Amfterdam and other places come to take 
their pleafare. HAnerlem is the Second City 
of Holland,and ſends in Depunies unto all thz 
Colleges of the Government. From hencz2

for ſix Stivers, but when you are come ha:f 
way, you muſt {tzp out oft 6nc Boat to go 
intoanother, where you 1:2 a {tartzly Palace, 
where the Lords, called Dy kIravles tit; Cvery 
one of theſe Lords hath his Apartment when 
he comes for the Concerns of the Sea-dykes 
and Banks; Here are allo wwo large vSluces, 
having 
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having Gates to let in or out Water from the 
Haerlemmer Meer. Near this place about 
Anno 1672, a part of the Sea-Bank was bro- 
ken by a ſtrong North-Weft Wind, drown- 
ing all the Land betwixt Amſterdam and 
Haerlem ; which coſt an incredible vaſt Sum 
to have it repaired. They ſank in this 
Breach 400 ſmall Veſſels fil'd with Earth and 
Stones, for a Foundation to rebuild the Wall 
upon, and by nnfpeakable Induftry and 
Charges at laſt repaired the Bank. 

I come now to fpeak of Amfterdam,which 
having been the Ix of my abode for 1e- 
veral years, I thall give a more large and 
punctual account thereof then I do ot other 
Places : Ir is eſteemed by Intelligent Men, 
the Second City in the World for Trade, 
and not inferiour to any in Wealth. Cer- 
tainly Amſterdam is one of the Beautifulleſt 
Cities in the Wor'd, their Buildings are 
large, their Streets for the moſt part plea- 
fantly Planted with Trees, and Paved ſo 
neatly,as 15 to be found nv where elſe in any 
Country, fave in ſome of the Seventeen Pro- 
vinces. And although, as I have already 
faid, Amferdom may juſtly be taken for the 
Second or Third City after London and Pars, 
yet it hath neither Court nor Univerſity. as 
they have. And now in treating; of all the 
Excellences and Virtues of 4mfterdam, I 
fhall not kyperbolize or flatter ;' for before 
t have done, you thall fee, I ſhall alſo faith- 

; fully 
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fully declaim againſt the Evils, Miſtakes, and 
Vices 10 it. 

Amſterdam ſtands upon 1900 Morgans of 
Land, encompaſſed with a very ſtrong Wall 
and Baſtions moſt pleaſant to behold, with 
a very large Gracht or Ditch tor the defence 
of three parts of the City, the fourth being 
ſecured by an Arm of the Sea called the 
River Y, or (as the Engliſh Men corruptly 
call it) the Ty. There are 13 Churches un 
thisCity for thoſe of the Reformed Religion 
( called Dutch Presbyterians ) to meet and 
- worſkipin, with two French, one High-Durch, 
and one Engliſh, all Presbyterian Churches, 
who only are allowed Bells, and whoſe Mi- 
nilters are maintained by the Magiltrate: 
All theſe Churches or Congregations make 
=P only a third part of the Inhabitants of the 

ity. The Papits, who have 85 Houſes or 
Chapels to meet in for their Worſhip, make 
another third part, and have a long Square 
of Houſes for their Nuns to live in,who are 
not ſhut up in Cloiſters, as in Papiſt Coun- 
tries they are wont to do,but may go inand. 
out at their pleaſure, yea and Marry alfo, it 
they grow weary of a Nunnith Lite. Theſc 
Churzhes of the Papilts have no Belk allow'd 
_ them, being look'd upon.as Conventicles,and 
are many times ſhut up, and again opened at 
the Scout*s pleaſure. The other third part 
of the,City is made up by 7ews, Eatherans,

And ſecondly, for the e ing great 
Magazine of Spices, which in ancient times 
the Venetians brought by Land, furrihitiy Ml 
Parts of Europe, but now is.done by. CE aft. 
India Company » Which not only upples 
Exgrope 
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Ewrope therewith, but many places in the 
Indies alfo. Thirdly, It hath inconceivable 
Store of all manner of Proviſions for War, 
 infomuch, that England and divers other 
Nations ſend to Amferdam to buy Arms, 
Buff.Coats, Belts, Match, &c. Yea, here 
are ſeveral Shop-keepers who can deliver 
Arms for four. or five Thouſand Men, and 
at a cheaper rate than can be got any where 
elſe; and this they can doby reaſon of their 
great Induſtry in the Ingrofling moſt of the 
Iron Works on the Rhine, and other Rivers, 
which run into Ho/l;nd. Fourthly, Amſtet- 
dam hath more ſtore of fawcd and prepared 
Timber for Shipping than can be found in 
any one Nation in the World ; and this is 
the Reaſon why her Neighbor Town Sardans 
is made capable of Building Ships 20 per 
Cent, cheaper than they can do in England 
or France : So that both France , and Spain 
do many times buy them in Heclland : As 
lately the King of Spain bought Ten Capital 
Ships of the two Brothers the 44e/rs Mer- 
chants in this City. Fifthly, Amſterdam is 
the Staple where the Emperorſellshis Quick- 
ſilver, not only to the Spaniard , to uſe in 
his Mines in the Indies, but for the making 
of Cinoprium or Vermillion , with wich Am- 
ſterdam furnitheth not only Europe, but Mma-- 

ny places in the [»dres. 
Sixthly, Amſterdam is the Market where 
the French King bought his Marbic ry Sy - 
| 'S AUS, 
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ſeilles, Lowvre, and other of his Palaces in 


France : There are ſuch vaſt Magazines in 
Amſterdam, that a Man would think, that 


' ſees them, there were Quarries of Marble 


near the City Gates. Seventhly, Amſter- 
dam hath the moſt conſiderable Bank that 
now is in the whole World ; I have com- 
paredthe Bank of Venice with that of Genoua, 
and both their Banks write not of ſo much 
Money in two days, as Amſterdam doth in 
one : Further I have compared the Bank ot 
Venice with Hamburg, and find both tholz 
Banks fall very much ſhort with the Bapk of 
Amjterdam. There are many other parti. 
culars I could name, as Arguments to prove 
the great Riches and Trade of 4imſrerdam, as 
thoſe valt quantities of Wines, and Brandy- 


wines they ſell in*the North and Ealt Seas, 


and thoſe vaſt Countries adjoyning thereun- 
to, from whence they bring Hemp, Pitch, 
and Tar, and furniſh France, Traly, and Spaz-: 
withthe ſame; and they likewiſe have much 
Ingrofled the Copper and Iron of Sweed- 
md. I will ſay no more of her Stores and 
Magazines, bur ſhall in the next place ſay 
lometiung of her Churches, and Charity to 
the Poor. I will not ſpeak much of her

Over theſe Chambers, in the ſecond Story,

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Houſe in Amſterdam hath a Box hanging in 
a Chain, on which is Written, Think on the 
Poor,ſo that when any Merchant ſells Goods, 
they commonly conclude no Bargain, but 


more or leſs is put in the Poors Box; the: 


Boxes are lockt up by the Deacons , who 
once a quarter go round the City, and take 
the Money out of the Boxes. 'Thentwicea 
Week there are Men belonging to the Hol. 
pitals that go round the City, and ring a Bel! 
at every Houſe, to know what the Maſtcr 
or Miſtriſs of the Houſe will give to the 
Box, who generally give not lefs than two 
Stivers. Then every firſt Wedneſday of the 
Month, the Deacons intheir turn, goround 
the City, from Houſe to Houſe, to receive 
what every Houſe-keeper will give to the 
Poor, then'on the Week before the Sacra- 
ment 15 given,, a Miniſter, with an Elder, 
goes round the City to every Houſe where 
any Members of the Presbiterian Religion 
live, and there ask if any differences be in 
the Family, offering their Service to recon- 
cile them ; alſo to inſtruct and prepare ſuch 
as are to receivethe Sacrament : At this time 
a Miniſter may be ſeen to go into a Tap- 
liouſe or Tavern, for which at another time 
he would be counted a Wine-Bibber,and the 
worſt of Reprobates: Ar this time while 
theſe Miniſters and E!ders go about the Ci- 
ty on their Viſitations , the People take an 
occaſion to give tothe Poor. And here 1 

ought 
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ought not to omit telling you of their great 
Charity to the diltreſled French Proteſtants, 
who are here in great Numbers. "They main- 
tain no leſs than 60 French Miniſters , and 
unto many . Handicraft Tradeſmen , and 
makers of Stuffs, and Cloth, they lend Sums 
of Money, without Intereſt, to buy Work- 
ing Tools, and Materiak for their Work ; 
but this is no other then they formerly did to 
the Poor diſtreſſed Proteſtants of Ire/and and 
Piemont ; and their Charity was not a little 
that they gave to Geneva towards the Buil- 
ding their Fortifications; and here give me 
leave to tell you, what King Charles IL. 
laid of the Charity of Amſterdem, when the 
Duke of Lotherdal, hearing that the Prince of 
Orange's Army was not able to oppoſe the 
French from advancing ſo near to Amſer- 
dam, the Duke jearingly faid , That Oranges 
would be very ſcarce in Holland, after Amſter- 
' dam ſhould fall mto the French Hands to plunder. 


To which His Majeſty faid, That be was of 


Opinion, that God would preſerve Amſterdam 
from being deſtroyed, if it were only for the great 
Charity they have for the Pocr , the which pur 
the Duke out of Countenance; I will ſay no 
more of their Charity, only this, that they 
leave no Stone unturned to bring Moniesin- 
to the Poors Stock ; they make the Stage- 
playerspay 80000Gildersa year tothe Poor ; 
there is nota Rope-Dancer,Poppet-Play2r,or 
any of that ſort of unneceſſary Vermin which 
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frequent Fairs , but pay the third Penny to 
the Poor, whichis carefully looked after, by 
lacing an Alms-man at the Door of the 
Books, to ſee that they cheat not the Poor 
of their ſhare. I ſhall now in the next place 
fay ſomething of the Clergy, I mean thoſe 
called, The States Clergy. for the States are 
abſolutely Head of their Church ; and when 
any Synod of Divines meet,ewo of the States 
are always preſent to hear that they debate 
nothing relating , or refle&ting on the Go- 
vernment, or Governors; it they do, pre- 
ſently the States cry, Ho la mijn Heeren Pre- 
aicanten, and if their Miniſters meddle with 
any thing relating to the Government in 
their Pulpits, they ſend them a Brief,(which 
ſome call a pair of Shooes) to quir the City, 
and ſometimes Impriſon them to Boot ; bur 
if they behave themſelves quietly and wel, 
as they ought to do, they then are reipected 
by the People as Gods upon Earth : They 
have a Form of Prayer ſent them how rhey 
ſhall Pray for the States, and Stadtholder, 
nor muſt they meddle with any other Reli- 
g10n in the Country , becauſe ail ſorts are 
Tollerated, ar leaſt Connived at by the Ma- 
giltrates. All thoſe called the Presbiterian 
Miniſters, or States Clergy , are obliged 
under a Forfeiture to have done Preachin 
and Praying by Eleven of the Clock in the 
Forenoon on Sundays, becauſe then the 
Scheepens go to the Stadchouſe, ro Marry 


the 
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the Jews, Papiſts, and Lutherans, and others 
that may not marry after the Calviniſtical 
Form; and the reaſon why the States thus 
marry them firſt according to Law, is to ren- 
der their Children Legitimate, but they may 
marry again afterwards as they pleaſe them- 
ſelves : None may marry until they have 
made their appearance at we Stadthouſe be- 
fore the Lords; where, it the Parties be 
agreed, the Preachers ory the Calviniſts, 
and the Scheepens marry all the reft,who dif- 
ter from the Religion eſtabliſhed by Law. 

When one dies, the Friends dare not bu- 
ry the Corps until it hath lain three days 
open in the Coffin, that the Friends and Re- 
lations of the deceaſed may be fatisfied that 
the Party hath not been murdered, or re- 
ported to be dead when alive ; after three 
days , the Corps muſt be brought to the

their Maritime Afﬀairs, one of the greateſt 
Myſteries in their Government : The States 
General divide their Admiralty into Five 
Courts, which they call Chambers. the 
Firſt is Rotterdam, ( which is the Chamber 
call'd the Maeſe,) and hath the Admirals 
Flag. 

Then Amſterdgn, which hath the V ice- 
Admirals Flag; and Zealand hath the Rear- 
Admiral's Flag ; the other Two Chambers 
are thoſe in North-Holland and Fricſland. Each 
of theſe Five Chambers have their Admirals, 
- Vice-Admirals, and Rear-Adnurals, apart 

trom the States-Generals Flags; fothat when 
te States have occaſion to ſet out a Fleet 

of an Hundred Ships, more or leſs, eve 
Chamber knows the number they mult pro- 
vide for their proportion, though in regard 
oi its Opulency, Amſterdam frequently helps 
her Neighbours,and adds two,or more,Ships 
than their ſhare comes to. Theſe Cham- 
bers have lately built 36 Men of War, and 
now are building of 7 more ; and all this is 
done without noiſe,every one building their 
proportion : And they have admirable me- 
thods in pgeſerving their Ships when built, 
and their Magazines are in good order, eve- 
ry Ship having an Apartment to lay up all 
Its Equipage in; and at the top of their Ma- 
g4z1nes are valt Ciſterns, which are kept 
conſtantly full of Water, having Pipes into 
crery Apartment to let it down upon any 
accident 
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A accident of Fire. And there is in their Ma- 
Aeazines a Nurſery Room, where a Woman 
Ikeeps an Office, to feed at certain hours of 
AIthe day a great number of Cats, which at- 
Fterward hunt among the Stores for Mice and 
FRars. This great Magazine in Amſterdam 
was built in the time of Cromwel, in the 
Ipace of 9 months and 14 days, 1n which 
time the Lords of the Admiralty gave the 
.4 Workmen drinkgelt as they call it, to incou- 
Jrage them"to work more than at an ordina- 
Iry rate. At this time, the biggeſt Man of 
4 War the States had was the Amea, in which 
Jthe famous Admiral Trump was killd ; the 
3was a Ship of ng more than 56 Guns, after- 
4vard made a Fire-thip. Butthe States quick-

The Lords of the Admiralty follow the 
{ame methods which the States-General vh- 
ſerve, as to their Land Obligations, and go 
through this great Charge by the good Ma- 
nagement of their Credit ; tor though it be 
rue, that they are indebted great Sums 0: 
Money, yet they never want a Sfpply, nay, 
Moneys are often forced upon them by rich 
Merchants, who ſend in their Moneys, and 
only take the Admiralties Obligations, with 
whuch they afterward pay their Cuſtoms, 
when their Ships arrive, at which time the 
Admiralty allows them Intereſt for the time 
they have had their Money : And this is it 
 thatmakes the Admiralties Obligations more 
valued than ready Money, for it ſaves the 
trouble of telling ; And ſuch is the Credit 


oh 
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of the Admiralty , that when they have oc- 
caſion for any , the People ſtrive to 
furniſh tifem , and rather take their Obliga- 
tions than Money, becauſe they get Interett ; 
and all other Allignments upon the Admi- 
ralty are very ps: paid, and without 
Exchequer Fees ; no they are Sworn Offiz 
cers , who are forbid to receive any Monmes 
for Fees, being contented with the Sallery 
they have of the States. And their methods 
uſed at the Cuitom-houle for loading or un- 
loading Ships are very eaſie, infognuch, that 
the Women generally have the charging and 
diſcharging the Ships at the Cuſtom-houſle, 
wIci 1s a great Policy in the States to make 
Tradz eaſie for the Encouragement of the 
Merchants : And the Admiralty are very 
grateful and generous unto thewr Comman= 
ders ; if any of their Admirals, or Captains 
are kul'd at Sea, and have done any confi. 
derabie Service, they then Eternize their 
Memories with la{ting Trophies of Honour, 
as you may ſee by thoſe Statety Monuments 
- of Trump, Updam, de Rutter, the Everſon: 
and others ; nor are they ſparing in beftow- 
Ing large Gifts and Pentonsonthe Widows, 
and Children of thof: a5 have ferved them 
Paithfully an@ Valiantly in the Wars, whiltt 
the Treacherousand Cowards meet wich tit2 
ſeverity they deſerve ; I might here 1n the 
Next Place, inlarge and tell you of the exce:- 
lent methods they have in Building, ail 
D pre 
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preſerving their Ships when Built, but I ſhall 
reter you to that excellent Peice written by 
the Heer Witſen on that Subject. And hall 
now in the next placeſay ſomething of their 
Famous Company., called the Eaſt-lndi 
Company of the Netherlands ; this Company 
is faid ro be a Commonwealth within a 
Commonwealth, and it is true, if you conſi. 
der the Soveraign Power and Privileges the 
have granted them by the States General, 
and likewiſe conſider their Riches, and vaſt 
number of Subjes, and the many Territo- 
ries and Colonies they poileſs in the Eaſt. 
Indies, they are faid to have 30000 Men in 
conſtant Pay, and above 2co Capital Ships, 
beſides Sloops, Ketches, and Yachts. T tis 
Company hath by their PolitickContrivancez, 
and Sedulous Induſtry poſletied themſclves 
of many Colonies formerly belonging unto 
_ the Spaniards, Portuguiſes , and divers In- 
dian Princes , and as good Chriltians have 
been at great Charge in Planting the Goſpel 
of Chriſt in many parts there , Printing in 
the Indian Language Bibles, and Praycr 
Pooks, and Catechiſms, for the Inſftrution 
of the Indians, maintaining Miniſters and 
School-maiters, to intorm thoſe that are 
Converted to the Chiiſtian Fth: And now, 
becauſe I have ſaid that this Company is 1o 
conliderable, and as it were a Common- 
veealth apart, I will demonſtrate it to be ſo;

And 
firſt to begin with them in Amſterdam , 
where they have two large ſtately Palaces, 
one being in the old part of the City, and 
the other in the new; in-that of the old part 
of the City they keep their Court, and there 
ſits the Relident Commirtec of the Company, 
where alſo they make the Sales of the Com- 
panies Goods. There forfix yearsthe grand 
Council, or Aſſembly of the Seventeen, do 
meet, and after ſix years are expired, the 
prand Council of the Seventcen do aflemble 
at Midd:lburg in Zealand tor two years , and 
then again return to Amſterdam ; the other 
letfer Chambers of Delfr, Ratrer dam, Herne,and 
Exbuyſen never having tize Aitembiy ot the 
Seventeen in their Chambers , fo that only 
fJimiterd.mm and Zelmnd have the Honour ot 
that grand Council.

pay 3 near to that Chamber ſits their grand 
miſter, the Heer Peter van Dam, who 
ſaid to be a ſecond Fobn de Wit for Parts, tho 
not ſo in Principle : This great Miniſter is: 
Man of indefatagable Induſtry, and labour 
Night and Day in the Companies Service; 
he Reads over twice the great Journal Book 
which come from the I:dies,and out of them 
makes Minutes to prepare matters of Con- 
cern neceſlary to be conſidered by they 
Council of Seventeen, and by the inferiou 
Committees of the Company , and prepare 
Inſtruftions and Orders to be ſent to their 
Chief Miniſters in the Indies ; I could fay 
many more*things of his gxeat Worth and 
* Virtues, but ſhall forbear leſt I ſhould be 
paged a Flatterer : Over-againſt this great 
ers Office ſit in a Chamber many 
Clarks, or under Secretaries, who receive 
from this Miniſter their Orders of Difpatchs 
in the Aﬀfairs of the Company ; and next to 
this Chamber is a Regiſter Office, where are 
kept the Journal Books of the Indies, where 
, To may ſce the Names of all the Men and 
Y omen that have ever ſerved the Company 
n the Indies, with the time of their Death, 
or departing the Companies Seivice: Then 
Res Next 
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next to that is a Council Chamber, where 
the Reſiding Chamber, or Committee of the 
uy always fits; then affending up 
Stai8® there ſit their Book-holders,wvho k2ep 
the Accounts of all the Tranſactions of thote 
that buy or ſell Actions of the Company ,and 
over againſt this Office fits the Heer Gerbrand 
Elias , who is the ſecond Advocate of the 
Company : On this Floor are ſeveral large 
Rooms, 1n which are great Stores of Pack'd 
Goods, and allo a Room with all forts of 
Drugs, Tea, Wax, Ambergreace,and Musk; 
and on the fame Floor is a Chaniber where 
the Commiſſioners ſit, who govern the Pack- 


houſes ; and next to them ſit thew Clerks, 
Who keep the Regiſters of the Sales of the 


Companies Goods: And on the ſame Gal- 
ery or Floor, is a Chamber where are kept 
the ſeveral Books of Divinity, Printedinthe 
Indian Language, that are ſenttothe ſeveral 
Colonies of the Company : And at the end 
of this Gallery iS a Magazine full of Mcdi- 
caments and Inſtruments for Barber Chirur- 
geons Cheſts, to furniſh the Companies Ships 
and Gariſfons in the Indies : Then aſlending 
up another pair of Stairs, there are ſeveral 
large Magazines of Nutmegs, Cloves, Mace, 
and Cinnamon; and in a long Gallery are 
many Men at Work ſorting of Spices tit tor 
dale : Then aſcending up another pair of 
Stairs there are many Room full of Spices ; 
then deſcending into the Court-yard , there 
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is Guard Chamber, where every Night the 
Houſe-keeper hath: a Watch, and on the 0. 
cher ſide of the Gate there 1s a Chymgfhwho 
with his Men prepares Medicaments NF the 
Indies; adjoyning to this Court-vard is their 
Ware-houſe and Pack-houſe for Pepper and 
Groſs Goods; . Þnt before I leave this Hou! 
in the old part of the City, I muſt ſay tome: 
thing of the manner or method uted in tie 
Tranſattions of the Jews and others , who 
make a Trade of Buying and Seling tie 
Actions of the Company,the which 1s a great 
Myltiary of Iniquity, and where it inricketi 
one Man, it ruins an hundred. The jews 
are the chief in that Trade, and are faid to 
Negotiate 17 parts of '20 in the Company ;

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I ſhall now in the next place fay ſome. 
thing of their Palace, or Magazine, in th: 
new part of the City, the which may more 

be called an Arſenal : Ir is a Build- 

ing ſo ſuperb, that it looks more like a Kings 
Palace, than a Magazine for Merchants : TI 
have meaſured the Ground on winch this 
Arſenal ſtands, which I find to be 29c0 
Foot, and ſquare every way, reckoning the 
Motes, or Burgals about it. TI remember 
the Ingenious Sir 7:/eph Williamſon mealured 
the two Rope-Alleys, by telling the Stone- 
Figures in the Wail, and found them to be 
1800 Foot long, the like whereof is not to 
be ſeen in the World. On the backſide 
of this Rope-Alley lics a ſtore of Five Hun- 
dred large Anchors, beſides fmall ones ; in

the Joyners Office, is a model of a Ship,

. would think there were enough to furniſh 
a Whole Nation : In this Arſenal the Ships 
unload their Goods, laid up in ſeveral Apart- 
ments in the grand azine, and aſter- 
ward is removed to the Houſe in the old 


part of the City, as there is occaſion an

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Sale. In the upper part of this large Palace 
ſit the Sail-makers at work; but on the lower 
part of this Houſe is an Aparment where 
the Committee aſſemble upon occaſon 
of Buſineſs: This Arſenal is not to be ſeen 
by Strangers without a Ticket from the Be. 
winthebbers. Now all what I have ſpoken 
of theſe two Houſes, or Magazines, doth 
only belong unto the Chamber of Amer. 
dam. There are yet other Chambers of 
the Company, who, according to their Quo- 
ta, or ſtock in the Company, have the like 
Houſes and Magazines, as the Chambers of 
Zealand, Delft , Rotterdam, Horne, and E»- 
kuſen, And now I have named the Si 
Chambers, of which the Company is com. 

| poſed, I fhall ſay ſomething of their Con-

They have their Spes and Correſpor 
dents 1N all the confliderable Trading Parts of 
the World : They have been 1o induſtrious 
as to gain the Spice Trade, not on'y from 
the Venetians.Spaniards.Portuguilcs, Frencn, 
Danes, and other European Nations, but 
have alſo Ingroffed all the Spices z {o trat, 
_ a5 I told you betore, they fel. Spices to tice 
Indians themſelves : Fut this I mwit fay tor 
them, that they are a Generous Company, 
and gratefully paving Reſpects where it i 
due, as late'y they have Complemented his 
Royal Highnels the Prince of Otang e H 15 PTC- 
ſent Majeity of Great Brita, with an An- 
nual Sum out of the Profits of their Compa- 
ny, to make him their Friend and Prote- 
cor. Neither arethey backward in beſtow- 
ing Preſents upon Strangers that have obli- 
ged them, as I could inſtance in ſome. of our 
own Nation. They are alſo very charitable 
to the Poor, giving them the Thouſandth 
Gilder of all the Goods they fell. And to 
all the Reformed Miniſters in Amſterdam 
they

FH for the Welfare and Proſperity of the 
Company. To conclude, this Company is 
a Backler and Defence for the Common- 
wealth upon all urgent Occafions : And tru- 
ly our Engliſh Ex#-India-Compan might be 
x 6 ſame toour King, if the irene be- 
tween the Two Companies were compoſed; 
eſpecially now they have ſuch a great King 
to prore& them, and that the Interlopers 
are deſtroyed, | 
And now it 65 high time I ſhould tell you 
the Methods a Stranger mult take if he hath 
occaſion to keep Houſe in Amſterdam : If a 
Man will hire an Houſe, he muſt take a 
Leaſe upon Seal'd Paper, for which you 
muſt pay a Tax to the States, and pay the 
Broaker that makes the Bargain : But betore 
you can buy a Houfe,you muſt he in a o_ 
city to be made a Burgher. To this purpoſe it 
is uſual to take with you to the Stadthouſe 
your Broaker, or any two Securities, and 
thete before the Burghermaſters take the 
Oath of Burgherſchap, which is to be faith- 
ful to the City, to the Magiltrates and Go- 
vernment, &c. But if you buy either Land 
or Houſes, and lodge,privately, you will find 
your caſe much worſe ; then you muſt pay 
a Legion of Taxcs to the Mills that drain

Buttermilk and Whay pays a Tax likewitz, 
for all which a Man would think that aPeo- 
Pie that ſtand ſo much upon maintaining of 
their Liberty ſhould Mutiny, and refule pay-

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doth, the States puniſh them very ſeverely. 
I remember that in my time there was a 
Mutiny at Sardar: about paying a new Tax, 
- Whereapon the States ſent a Regiment of 
their Souldiers, and ſeized the Heads of the 
Murtineers, and hanged up fiveor fix of them 
at the Towns end, and ſeverely whipt -cight 
under the Gallows.

1 knew an Engliſh Anabaptiſt Merchant, 
who told the Engliſh Envoy in my pre- 
encs, That he had paid near 4000 / Ster- 
Ing to the War, and yet the ſame Man dic 
Grumble to pay his Majeſties Conſul a pity- 
ful Fee or Conlulat-Money on his Ships : 
'The reaſon whereof I once asked him, wHO 
anſwered me, That the King could not rail: 
a Penny in England without his Parliament, 
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and: therefore much lefs could he do it in the 
States Colthtry. Thus theſe Phanaricks had 
rather make Bricks wichout Straw, thart pay 
the teaft Tribure to their Natural Prince's 
Officer. Should we in England be obliged 
to pay the Taxes that are here impoled, 
there would be Rebellion upon Rebellion ; 
And yet after all that is here paid, no Mai 
may bake his own Bread, or grind his own 
Corn, or brew his Beer, nor dare any Mat 
keep in his Houfs a Hand-Mill, although 
de bue to grind Muſtard or Coffee. 1 te- 
mzmber one Mrs. G«yn a Coffee-Woman 4t 
Rotterdam, had like to*have been ruined for 

rinding her own Coffee, had not Sir Lyorel 
Fenkins employed his Secretary Doctor Wy 
to intreat the States on her behalf ; and & 
was reckoned a grand favour that ſhe was 
only fined, and not baniſhed the City, and 
tortkeiture made of all her Goods, I remem- 
ber alſo a Landlord of mine in Leyden bought 
a live Pig in the Market, and innocently 
brought ir home, and kill'd ic, for which he 
had ike to have been ruined, becauſe he did 
not firſt ſend to the Excifemen to excite it, 
and alfo let the V iſitays fee that the Pig was 
free from Diſeaſes. Art another time a Wine: 
Merchant coming to give me a Viſit,cold ma 
that he had the rareſt Rheniſh in the City, 
and that if I would fend my Maid to his Cel- 
tar with ſix Bottles , they ſhould be fil'd 5 


Whereupon I ſent the Maid only with rwo -. 
E Bots

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Bottles, and charged her to hide them un. 
der her Apron g but ſuch was her misfor. 
tune, that the Scouts Dienaers met her, and 
ſeized her and her Bottles, and carried her 
to Priſon, which coſt the Wine-Merchan 
T5060 Gilders ; and had it not been for. the 
ſtrongeſt Sollicitations made by us, he had 
been ruined : So facred are Taxes here, and 
muſt ſo exatly be paid. And were they 
not . here ſo preciſe, it were impoſſible for 
lo ſmall a Country to ſubſiſt : And therefore 
: You may hear the Inhabitants generally ſay, 
that what they ſuffer is for their /aderland: 
Hence the meaneſt among them are content 
to pay what is laid on themy for they ay all 
what is the Vaderlands is ours, the Men of 
War are theirs, the ſumptuous Magazins, 
Bridges, and every thing what is the /adcr- 
lands, And indeed in a ſenſe it is fo, fo 
they have this to comfort them , that if ir 
pleaſe God to viſit them with Poverty, the) 
and their Children have the Publick Put: 
to maintainthem; and this is one mainReaſon 
why they fo willingly pay their Taxes asthey 
do ;' for there's not a Soul born in the States 
Dominions that wants warm Cloaths and 
Byet, and good Lodgfng, if they make their 
Cale known to the Magiltrates. And for the 
Vagabonds that rove up and down the 
Streets, they areeicther Walloons, or other 


Strangers as pretend to have been ruined by 
the late Wars. 
] 
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I ſhall now in the next place let you 
know how excellently the Laws are here 
executed againſt Fraud and Perjury, and 
the Intention of Murders; which Laws were 
once much uſed in England, as you ſhall 
hear hereafter when I fpeak of the Duke of 
Brandenburgh's Court. 

T ſhall here inſtance a - ray; that 
happened in my time: There was a Spark 
that made falſe Aſſignments on the Admi- 
ralty, who tho' related to many of the Ma- 
piſtrates of Amfterdamhad his Head cut off; 
and another who was a Clerk in the Mer- 
chants Bank , who made falſe Poſts in their 
Books, and had his Head alſo cut off; and all 
the Portions he had given with his Daughters, 
the Husbands were forced to pay back, and

Doer in the open Streets : I knew a French 
Marquis, who ſwore his Regiment was com- 
Pleat, and when the States knew thathe had 
not half his Regiment , he likewiſe had his 
Head cut off in the Priſon in the Hague : I 
allo knew a French Fedagogue, a Runagado 
Monk, who deſigned to have Murdered his 
Maſter Major Cevellio., and his two Pupils, 
young Children of the, Majors , and atter- 
ward to ſet the Houſe a Fire to colour the 
Murder, he had his Head cut off and ſet 
upon a Poſt, with his Body on a Wheel near 
the Hogue, I could Name 9 two other

is nat fo frequent 1 ur Holland 25 in England, 
(where ſome uſe it as a way to ſlip out of 
Buſmef, and thento live conveniently after- 
ward upon the Eſtates of other Men) be- 
caufe in Holland they are more ſeverely pu.

Av _ the contrary, thoſe that fall to decay

eafie, way of Compounding and 

anda, with their Creditors it they 
over-itrict:., than the Cuftom or Law 
of England doth afford; for the ſaing out of 
hdr or of Bankrupts in England & p rove 
many times ſo pernicions For to Eredhcor 
and Debtor throngh the tediouſnefs of the 
P , and the expenſivencf of Exe- 
cating the Commiſſions, that what by Com- 
miflioners Fees, Treats, and other incident 
Gon . oo Creditors rg aL put to = "ors 
Ces as to ppomted of their 
Debt, and the Poor Debrors for ever ruined 
and undone; ; I fhall therefore in this place 
give a thort Rekition of the method ujcd in 
Amſterdam in Fm cafe of Bankrupts, which 
Feeney be taken notice of by our King 
qd Parliament, for the preventing Ditor- 
go ant ft Abnſcs that daily happen in 
xecming the Sues of Bankrupts ; The 
Magt- 
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Magiſtrates of Amfterdem every year Name 
Commiſſioners for Bankrupts, out of thoſe 
that make up a Judicature, like toour Courts 
of Aldermen in Londow; Theſe meet certain 
days in the Week in a diltin& Chamber in 
the Stadthouſe, over whoſe Door is cut in 
Marble the Emblem of Fortune flying away 
wih Wings, and round Chelts turn'd upſid& 
down, with Mice and Rats Eating the Mo- 
ney-Bags, Pens, Inkhorns, and Paper-Books. 
There they receive Petitions from Debtors 
and Creditors, and as occaſion requireth, 
ſummon the Parties to appear before them, 
and to lay open the true State of the martrer ; 
this done, they either by Authority feize the 
Bankrupts Books and EtfeRs, or life withaur 
any firr and noiſe leave all remauung in the 
Debtors Houſes, and ſend thither two Com- 
mittees to examine the Books, and make an 
Inventory of the Eftate,with power to com- 
pole the matter, without giving much trou- 
ble to the Parties. It the Commillioners 
find that the Debtor is come to decay by 
un2xpedted Lotles, and unavoidable Acci- 
dents, to which he did not at afl contribute, 
ts their uſual way to propoſe to the Cre- 
ditor ſuch amicable and ealie T:rms, as ch2 
Poor Man may be able to perform, alorting 
metimes the half of the Eftate left to the 
Debroz, ſometimes a third part, and foine- 

times perſwading the Creditors to advanc 
to the Poor Main a Sum of Money to k2p 
E 3 hum 
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him up again in 'Trade,upon Condition that 
he do oblige himſelf to pay the Creditors all 
he oweth them, when God ſhall be pleaſed 
to make him able; but on the contrary, if 
the Commiſſioners find that a Trader hath 
dealt Knaviſhly, and broken with a deſignto 
Defraud and Cheat his Creditors, as if itap- 
wepear that-a Bankrupt hath kept falſe Books, 
and counterfeited Bills of Exchange, Bills of 
Loading, or pretended Commillions from 
Foreign Parts ; in ſuch a caſe they are very 
ſevere, and not only ſeize all the Books and 
Efte&ts of the Bankrupt, but alſo Impriſon 
him, and alſo puniſh him Corporally ; and 
if the cheat be of an heinous Nature, Sen- 
tence him ſometime to Death ; whereas, 1 
the Debtor be only Unfortunate,andno ways 
Knaviſh , then the Commiſlaries ule all the 
Power they have to force the Creditors to 
accept the Poor Mans Terms, the which 15 
better for the Creditors than-to uſe the ri- 

our of the Law, in committing the Poor 
"Man to Priſon, ſeeing in that cafe the Cre- 
ditors muſt maintain him in Priſon according 
to his Quality, where if helies a certain time, 
and the Creditors be not able to prove the 
Prifoner hath an Eſtate, then the Debtor is 
admitted to his Oathto Swear he is not worth 
40 Gilders, beſides his wearing Cloths and 
working Tools, and then he is ſet at betty ; 
but in the mean time tet the Priſoner have a 
care 1.0t to make a faiſe Oath, for then he 1 


punyhe.! 
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puniſhed without Mercy , an inſtance of 
which happened in my time. | 

The States having admitted a certain Jew 
to come and make fuchan Oath beforethem, 
were at theſametime informed by the Goaler, 
- that this Jew had been ſeen' through the 
chinks of the Door, quiking Ducats of Gold, 
and ſome Diamonds in his Cloaths, to the 
kr 1c9es” ng Gilders. "The Stares hereupon 
admoniſhed the Jew to take heed to what 
he was about to Swear, becauſe the Law was 
very ſtri& againſt ſuch as made falſe Oaths 
before them, and at the ſame time cauſed 
the Oath, and the Law to be Read unto 
him ; nevertheleſs the Jew offered to take 
the Oar » but the Lords not ſuffering him to 
Swear, becauſe then hc muſt die by Law, 
cauſed him to be taken out into another 
Room and ſearched, where they found a- 
bout him the Pucats and Diamonds : This . 
being told the Lords, they ſent for him in, 
and then Sentenced him to have 60 Lajhes 
under the Gallows, and to be Baniſhed the 
Country ; yer, becauſe the Jew had many 
Children, they gave the third part of what 
was taken about him to his Wite and Chil- 
dren, and a third tothe Poor, andtheother 
third to the Creditors, which was enough 
to pay them their Debt : Theſe Commilito- 
ners are paid by the States, and have- not a 
Doit from Debtors or Creditors, forallwhat 
they do'; Theſe Commillioners are allo 
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much to be cammended for” their readineh 
to do good Offices to thoſe Poor Merchanty 
who having lived honeſtly, are brought to 
decay by Loſles and Crofles in their 'Tiade; 
who when they find any ſuch ſo Poor that 
they can neither pay their Creditors, noi 
maintain the charge of their Families, it is 
their conſtant Cuſtom, to take their Chil. 
dren trom them , and maintain and bring 
them up in their Hoſpitals ; yea, often allo 
{olliciting the Burghermaſters on their be. 
half, to Arps ſome ſmall Office upon them 
for their Relief and Subſiſtance. And her? 
} muſt not omit to acquaint you, that as the 
Compounding cf Matters in Hand berwint 
DeHhtor and Creditor, ſo as hath bcen aid, i; 
very ealie and equitable, fo is alſo their way 
or method of ſuing for Debts very tavorabie, 
wich after this manner - In the firit place, 
a Note or Summons is. left at the Debtors 
Houle, and if he neglect to appear, atccond 
SWnmons 15 ſent , but then it he neither ap- 
pear humlelf, orfend his Proctor, the Sheri!!s 
pider an Arreſt againſt him ; and ar laſt, 
when he is brought beforethem,if the matter 
be difficult , it is referred to two or thics 
2 Men of the City, and timegiven him; 
ut if the Plaintiff make Oath, that he ap- 
prehends the Debtor hath a deſign to run a- 
way, then mult the Priſoner either give Bail, 
Or return to Priſon, It is a Remark that 1 
ve made in my Travels , that excepting 
Francs 
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France and Flaxders, I never ſaw in any Pri- 
fon aboye logry Priſoners for Debt at one 
cime, and in ſome great Towns, - asin Haer- 
lm and others, ſometimes not one ; and the 
Reaſon hereof is plain, for you cannot lay a 
Man in Pnſon for an Adion or Debt, ſmall 
or great, but you muſt maintain the Priſoner, 
ſo that many. times the Charges exceed tha 
principal Debt, and after all, the Priſoner 
can free himſelf; whereas the Cuſlom in 
England, encouraged by thoſe Vadlets the 
Pettyfoggers and Catchpoles, of turning a 
Man into » Priſon far a Crown, or it may 
be tor nothing at all, if he cannot find Bail, 
he may lie and Starve there, 1s an abomina- 
ble abuſe; as alſo that of Suborning falſe 
Witneſſes, which is extreamly cried out a- 
gainſt beyond Sca. 

And now becauſe I am Speaking of Petty. 
loggers, give me leave to tell you a Story I 
met with when I lived in Rome, going with 
a Roman to ſee ſome Antiquities, he ſhewed 
me a Chapel, Dedicated to one St. Evona, a 
Lawyer of Brizain, who he ſaid came to Re 
to intreat the Pope to give the Lawyers of 
Britain a Patron, to which the Popereplied, 
That he knew of no Saint but what was dil- 
poled of to other Profeſitons; at which Evra 
was very ſad;and carneltly: begd of the Pope 
to think of one for them ; Ar laſt, the Pops 
propoſed to St. Evona , that he ſhould go 
round the Church of St. Fobn ds Eiters 
Biind- 
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Blindfold, and after he had faid fo many 4: 
Maria's, that the firſt Saint he laid hold of 
ſhould be his Patren, which the good old 
Lawyer willingly undertook; and at the end 
of his Ave Maria's, he ſtopt at St. Michael's 
Altar, where he laid hold of the Devil under 
St. MichaePs Feet, and cry'dout, Thisisour 
Saint, let him be our Patron; fo being un. 
blindfolded, and ſeeing what a Patron he had 
choſen, he went to his Lodgings fo dejected, 
that in few Months after he Died, and com. 
ing to Heavens Gates, knockt hard; where: 
upon dt. Peter asked, Who it wasthat knockt 
ſo boldly, he replied, That he was St. Evons 
the Advocate: Away, away, faid St. Peter, 
here is but one Advocate in Heaven, here 
1s no room for you Lawyers. O but, ſaid St 
Ewvona , Þam that honeſt Lawyer who never 
took Fees on both ſides, or ever pleaded in 
a bad Cauſe; nor did I ever ſet my Neigh- 
bours together by the Ears, or lived by the 
Sins of the People. Well then, ſaid St. Peter, 
come in: This news coming down to Rem, 
a wity Poet writ upon St. Evona's Tomb 
theſe words ; St. Evona un Briton, Advocat 
non Larron, Hallelwjah. This Story put me 
in mind of Ben, Fohbnſon's going througi1 a 
Church in Surrey, ſeeing Poor People weep- 
EW a Grave, asked one of the Women, 
Why they wept? O aid ſhe, we have loſt 
our precious Lawyer, Juſtice Raydal, he kept - 
us a1 11 Peace, and always was fo good 5 
to 
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to keep us from going to Law, the beſt Man 
that ever lived, Well, ſaid Ben. Fobnſon,L will 
ſend you an Epitaphto writeupon his Tomb, 


ch was, 


God works Wonders now and than, 
Here lies a Lawyer an honeſt Man. 


And truly old Ber, was in the right, forin 
my time I have obſerved ſome Gentlemen of 
that Profeflion, that have not acted like 
St. Evona, or Juſtice Randal, I will ſay no 
more of them, but wiſh them as great Fees, 
and as much encouragement as the Lawyers 
have in Switzerland. 

I now come to Speak ſomething of the 
three Taxes I mentioned in the former part 
of my Remarks on Taxes, of which the firlt 
ought rather to be called an uſeful and pub- 
* lick Invention, like to that of the Inſurance 
Office in London, then a publick Tax.ſeeing 
ho Man needs contribute to it unleſs they 
pleaſe, and find his profit by it; but the 0- 
ther may be called Taxes, becauſe the Sub- 
jets are obliged to ſubmit to them, but then 
they are fo caſie, that what the publick gets 
thereby, not only leſſons extraordinary Sub- 
lidies, which many cimes occaſions clamour, 
when becauſe of their Rarity, and the ur- 
gency of Occaſion , "they muſt nceds be 
great, 


Yea 
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Yet it s ſufficiendy Compenſated by tle 
advantage and ſecurity in the Eſtates, which 
private Perſons, who are obliged to pay it, 
reap thereby daily ; I am contident, that if 
the King and Parliament thought fittointro. 
duce fome , or all three of rheſe Taxcs into 
England, the publick charge of Government 
might be defrayed with more eal2, and with 
lefs repining and clamour, than when it mult 
be done by new and high Impoſitions; how. 
ever, our Governors are the proper Judges ot 
that. 

The firſt then is an Houſe called the 
Merchants Bank, which is governed by dt 
vers Commiſſioners, Clerks, and Book- 
keepers likewiſe an Etſay-Malter,who judgeth 
of the Gold and Silver, that at any time 1 
brought into the Bank uncoined : The ecu. 
rity given for prefervation thereof, are the 
States and Magiftrates of Amſterdam. Now 
1 you have a mind to put Money into tlis 
Bank, ſuppoſe roo0o /. lefs or more, you 
mult go to the Clerks, and ask a Folio tor 
your Name, and then pay in your Money 
at three or tour per Cem, according asthe rat? 
ol the Pank-Money is high or low , or you 
may buy it of thoſe called Caſhiers or Broke:s; 
then get the Clerks to ſet down in the Folio 
what you bring in; having done ſo,you my 
draw this Sum, or feii it in what parczls you 
plcaſe ; bur then, if you let your Money lie 
ſeven yearsinthe Bank,youreceiveno Incoreit 
tor 
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for the fame. I you ask, Where then is"the 
Advantage for Simmons ry I uo, 
have your ready at all times for 
FreririgBaK of Exchange,and making other 
Payments; Yow ate ar no charge for Bags or 
Portage, at "5rd falſe tale, or bad Mo. 
ney, mn no datger of Thieves, or unfaithful 
Srvants, of Fire ; and above alt, you have 
the Accounts of your Cath moſt punctually 
and juftly kept withont any trouble, or run. 
me” the risk of Goldſmith or Cafhierers 
trecking im 'your Debt ; for flich & their 
care; that rwice'a Year, or fometimes ofe- 
ner, they ſhut up the Bank for 14 Days, and. 
then all. that have Concerns therein, mutt 
bring in their Accounts to the Clerks, who 
a few Days after, having viewed the Books, 
acquaint fych as have brought in wrong Ac- 
courts with their Miſtakes, deſmring them 
tt return to thetr Books, and rectihe their 
Error, not teffing them wherein the miſtake 
lis : So that T have known Merchants, in 
ny tone, ſent back three or four times with 
their wrong Accounts : Bur if they begin to 
grow impatient, and fay that they will ſtand 
to.thetr Accoums, then they pay a Mul& to 
ike upon their convincing them ot 
the Miftakes, either by charging too much 
upan' the Bank, -or forgetting or omitting 
what was their due. F knew ewo Merchants, 
who having forgoe, the one 750 /. and the 
Gtier 220 }; in their Accoimts; were honelt- |

I anſwer, That indeed it is a Myſtery to 
thoſe who underſtand not - the thing ; bur if 
it were once known and practiſed, the Ad- 
vantage of it would appear : For among 0- 
ther ing which might be faid , the Magi- 
ſtrates of the Ciry take out of the Merchants 
Bank a ſufficient Stock of Money to ſupply 
the Lumbert, a Bank that lends out Money, 
and is Governed by four Commiſſioners cho- 
ſen out of the rag, guaaris who ſit in Court 
every Day in the Lumbert, which is a larg® 
Pile of eating 300 Faot long, containing 
ſeveral Cl rs and Magazines under one 
Roof; in theſe ſyeral Chambers the Com- 
| miſſioners 
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miſfioners have Officers ſitting tolend Money 
upon all ſorts. of Goods, even from a pair of 
to the richeſt Jewel, &c. This is a 
t convenience for Poor People ; yea, 
r Merchants alſo, who ſome times may 
want Money to pay a Bill of Exchange,and 
prevents the Cheating , and ' extraordinary 
tortion Ty the Pawn-brokers in Eng- 
land, France, other Countnies. And be- 
ſides, the Poor have their Pawns ſafely and 
well preſerved, neither are they punctually 
fold when the Yearis out,or denied under the 
pretext of being miſlaid, asthe Poorare often 
times ſerved by the wicked Pawn-brokers. 
There is allo another convenience in this 
Lumbert,viz. an excellent way they have of 
diſcovering Thieves, and the ſtolen Goods; 
they publiſh two general open Saks of Goods 
pawn'd, twice a year, that ſuch as will may 
redeem their Goods, and paying the Inte- 
reſt may have them, although the time be 
relapſed. Thus much as to the Lrmberr. 1 
was once, according to my Duty, to wait 
upon the D. of York, at the Bank of Mer- 
chants, where fhewing his Highneſs the way 
of keeping the Journal-Book of the Bank, 
which isof a prodigious bigneG,his Highneſs 
was extreamly pleaſed with the contrivance of 
preſerving it from Fire ; ſaying, that the 
courſe they- took might be of great uſe for 
the preſerving Patents, and the Deeds of 
Noblemens Eltates: This contrivance, which 
PCL- 
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chaps may be choughr uſeful or imicabte, 1 

hall therefore deſcribe ic : It is a large Fire 
ftone moet like a Cheft, and fet upright in 
a Stone-Walt, having a large Braſs Door of 
@ vaſt thickneſs, wich Flaps to falt over and 
cover the Lock and Hinges; inta this Cheſt 
the Book is drawn upon Rot's, it being of 
ſuch a butk and weipht as cannot be handsd 
in by a Man, and there it is fo fecurey 
relerred, that although: the Houſe ſhould 
burnt, the Book in alt probabilicy would 
be ſafe. Should I here give an account of 
the vaſt Sums of Money that daily are writ- 
ten of in this Bank, I might probably be 
thought to ſpeak at random, bur this I may 
boldly affirm,that it far exceeds all the Banks 
m Europe, both for Riches and Buſineſs, and 
their Credit is ſuch, thatthe ltalians,French, 
Germans, and Engliſh have great Sums in 
the fame; neither was ever any Man refuſed 
tus Money in the worlt of times. 

A ſecond Tax is what ariſeth fiom the juſt 
and laudable Eſtabliſhment of a Regilter, a 
Tax which I think moſt Men wilt be willing 
t ſubmit to, except ſich as deſign to cheat 
and defraud their Neiglibours , and live by 
luch like Sins and Confuſion; and for tlie 
moſt part die with the Curfe 'of the People:

I 
have ſeen the Vaniry of a Vintners Son,who 
nad the Boſles of the Bir, and Trapping ©: 
his Horſe of pure Silver; his F'oot-Man and 
Coach-Man having Silver Fring'd Gloves ; 
yea, fo much is the humour of the Women 
altered, and of their Children alſo, that 10 
Apparel can now ſerve them but the beft aid 
richeſt that France and other Countrios at- 
fords ; and their Sons are fo, much acicted 
to Play, that many Families in /mſtcrunr we

Thus Heaven ſeemed to frown on them, as 
well as the French Army , by the ſhutting 
up as it were the Conduits of Heaven, and 
yet a worle thing had like to have fallen 
olit , for at the fame time the Diviſions 
grew ſo high amongſt the Magiſtrates 
in the Stadthouſe, that ir was putting to 
the Queſtion, Whether or no they ihould 
not go and meet the French King with 
the Keys of their City, to fave it from Fire 
and Plunder ; now nothing, in all probabi- 
lity, could fave this rich City from falling

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den, two hours from Amſterdam, at why 
time the valiant Roman of Amſterdam ; 
Scout Haſſetaer, like a true Facher of his Coun.

ſel, calling out to the Burghers from the 
Stadthouſe, to take Courage, and rather 
chuſe to die, like old Batravians, with their 
Swords in their hands, than tamely and 
treacherouſly to yield up their City to the 
Mercy of the French, as ſome of the Ma 
giltrates were about to do ; this fo incours.

Cologne is an Imperial City, and a Repub- 
lick, ek for Bs things 1t So ae 
to the Eletor of that Name, and receives 

an Oath from him. Ir is much decayed with- 
in theſe Hundred Years, having been much 
Prieſt-ridden ; a Misfortune that hath un- 
wg _ other great Cities. 5s Jeſuits 
have had fo great Influence upon the Magi- 
ſtrates, Hae hey preyailed with them to. ba- 
niſh all Proteſtants, who removed to Ham- 
bourg and Amſterdam ; ſo. that Cologne 18 be- 
come fo diſpeopled, that the Houles daily 
fall to ruine for want of Inhabitants, and a 
great deal of Corn and Wine now grows 
within the Walls, upon Ground where Hou- 
ſes formerly ſtood. I dare be bold to affirm, 
that there is twice the Number of Inhabi- 
tants in the Pariſh of St. Martins im the Fields, 
as there is in Cologne ; and yet it contains 
3 many Pariſh-Churches, Monaſteries.and 
Chappels, as there are days in the Year. The 
Streets are very large , and fo are the Hou- 
alſo, in many of which one may drive a 
Coach..or Wagon into the firſt Room from. 
the Streets :. But the Streers are fo thn of 
People, that one may paſs ſome of them and 
Rot meet Ten Men or Women; unleſs it be

moſt conſiderable Inhabitants of the City ::

Their 
great Hoſpital is a large Court orPalace,where 
the hes Þ Merchants formerly lived, in the 
time of: Queen Aarys Perſecution of the 
Proteſtants, who, wherithey wererecalled by 
Queen Elizabeth, were fo generous astogive 
the whole Court, with all their Pack-houſes 
and Lands to the Poor-of the City. It was 
my fortune to be there in that cold Winter 
in the year 1683, and ſaw a. Ceremony 
performed by the Wine-Coopers of the City, 
who are obliged by Law ,- that when ever 
theMarne lies falt frozen over for8 days toge- 
ther, to make a great Fouder Fat, Hoops and 
Staves , and ſer it up compleat upon the Ice. 
It was very good diverſion to ſee fo many 
Hands at Work, and to obſerve the jollity 
and murth of the many Thouſands of Spe- 
Etators, who wanted not plenty of Rheniſh 
Wine to Carouſe i. 

_ Thad the curioſity afterward to go to the 
Court of the” Landtgrave of Armeſtad:, a 
Lutheran Prince, who lives in- part of the 
richeſt Soil in Germany.

Health, to be once a day at leaſt at the Ga- 
riſon Church , where he took particular no- 
tice of ſuch Officers as were abſent.

his All-ſeeing Providence: And indeed daily 
Experience feems toevince the Truthof this, 
ſince we ſee Knaves and Fools advanced to 
Preferment and Riches,when Men of Virtue 
and Parts die negleted, and poor in the 
Eyes of the World, though rich in the en:

Town : And indeed, I found itſodishgured, 
that had it not been for the ſtately Cathedral

merly a rich City,and well ſtockt with Mer. 
chants and wealthy Inhabitants, who lived 
under a gentle and eafic Government ; but 
now the Magiſtrates have little eiſe to do in 
the Government, but only to take their 
Rules and Meaſures from a Cittadel and 
great Guns, which are Edits that Merchants 
leaſt underſtand. I confeſs, Strasbourg isthe 
leſs to be pittied that it ſo tamely became a 
Slave, ut on its Chains without any 
ſtrugling..

I am as 
much a Friend to the 'Spaniſh Inquiſition, 
as to the perfecuting of tender Conſcien- 
ced Proteſtants, provided there be no more 
but Conſcience in the Caſe: And I could 
heartily wiſh that Papiſts and Proteſtants 
could live as lovingly together in E»gl nd, 
as they do in Holland, Germany, and other 
Countries ; for give me leave to fay it, [ 
love not that Religion , which in {ſtead of 
Exalting, deitroys the Principles of Mora- 
lity _ human Society. [I 226 met wit 
honeſt Men of all Perſwaſijons , even Turks 
and Jews , who in their Lives and Manners 
- have far exceeded many of our Enthutia- 
ſtick Profeſſors at home ; and when ever 
this happened , I could not forbear to lore 
the Men without embracing their Religion, 
for which they themſelves are to account to 
their great Maſter and Judge. | 
In my progreſs towards Hanouer | 
touched at Hilderſheim , a City whoſe Mz- 
gillrates are Lutheran , though Roman 
Catholicks have the Cathedral Church , 
and ſeveral Monaſteries there. The Cout 
of Hanover makes another kind of Figure 
than that of Caſes, it being the Court of 
a greater Prince, who is Bil p of Oſnaburg, 
Duke of Brunſwick . Lunenburg , H.mouer , 
Ce. Here I had the Honour to Kib the 
hands 
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Hands of the Princeſs Royal Sophiz, young- 
elt Siſter to the late Prince Rypere, Her 
Highneſs has the Character of the Aerry 
Debonnaire Princeſs of Germany, a Lady of 
Extraordinary Virtue and Accompliſhments, 
and Miſtreſs of the Icalian,French,High and 
ILow Dutch , and Engliſh Languages , 
which ſhe ſpeaks to Perfe&tion. Her Hus- 
band has the Title of the Gentleman of 
Germany , a graceful and comely Prince 
both a Foot, and on Horſeback, Civil to 
Strangers beyond compare, infinitely Kind 
and Beneficent to People in Diſtreſs, and 
known in the World for a Valiant- and 
zenced Soldier. I had the Honour 
Troops, which , without Contro- 
as good Men , and Commanded 
S expert Officers as any are in Europe : 
Among his Officers I found brave Sree!- 
Hand Gordon ,, Colonel of an excellent Re- 
giment of Horſe, Grimes, Hwmilton, Talbot, 
and others of our Kings Subjets. God hath 
bleſt the Prince with a numerous OiFfpring, 
having ſix Sons, all gallant Princes ; of 
whom the two Eldeſt fignalized themfſeives 
lo bravely at the raiſing of the Sicge of 
Viewns, that as undoubred proof of their 
Valour, they brought three Turks home to 
this Court Prifoners. His eldeſt Son is 
Married to a moſt beautiful Princels, fole 
Heireſs of the Duke of Lunenburg and Zell's 
Elder Brother ; as the lovely Princeſs his 
"3 Daughter 
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Daughter 15 Married to the Duke of 
Brandenburg. He is a gracious Prince to 
his People, and keeps a very ſplendid Court, 
having 1n his Stables for the uſe of himſelf 
and Children, no lefs than Fifty two ers of 
Coach-Horſes: He himſelf is a Lutheran, 
but as his Subjeds are Chriſtians of different 
Per{waſions, and ſome of them Jews too, fo 
both in his Court and Army he entertains 
Gentlemen of various Opinions and Coun- 
eries, as Italian Abbots, and Gentlementhat 
ſerve him, and many Calviniſt French 
. Officers: Neither is he ſo Bigotted in his 
Religion , but that he and his Children g9 
many times to Church with the Princebs, 
who is a Calviniſt, and join with her age! 
Devotion. His Country is good, 
Gold and Silver Mines in it , and his Sub- 
jects live well under him; as do thoſe alſo 
of his Brother the Duke of Lunenburg 3 and 
their Cozen the Duke of Wolfembutte!, which 
7 oi the three Princes of the Houſe of Lunen- 
curg; of whom it may be ſaid, that they 
have always ſtuck honeſtly to the right ſide, 
| and befriended the Intereſts of the Empire ; 
ſo that no by-Reſpe, neither Honour nor 
Profit, could ever prevail with them, as it 


has with others, to make them abandon the 
publick Concern. 


From 
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Rom this Princes Court I went to Zel,the 
Reſidence of the Duke the elder Brother 
of the Family. This Prince is called the 
Mighty Nimrod, becaule of the great delighs 
he takes in Horſes, Dogs, and Hunting. He 
did me the honour to let me ſee his Stables, 
wherein he keeps 370 Horſes, moſt of them 
Engliſh, or of Engliſh Breed. His Dogs, 
which are alſo Engliſh, are ſo many, thag 
with great Care care Lei quartered in ſeveral 
Apartments according to their Kind and 
Qualities, there being a large Office like a 
Brewhouſe meaone for boyling of Malt 
and Corn for them. Ir is this valiant Prince 
who took Trieves from the French, and made 
the Mareſchal de Crequi Priſoner : He is ex- 
treamly obliging to Strangers, and hath ſeve- 
ral brave Scoulh Officers under his Pay, as 
Major-General Er:kin, Graham, Coleman, Ha- 
milon, Melvin, and others. His Lieutenant- 

| is one Chavet a Proteltant of Al/a- 
1a, an excellent and experienced Comman- 
der. . I ſhall add no more concerning this 
Prince, his Officers, or Country; but that 
he, with the other rwo Princes of the Houſe 
of Lunenbourg, Hanouer , and Welfembutt el, 
can upon occaſion bring into the Field 36000 
Soldiers, whom they keep in conſtant Pay,

of Zell, I] went to Hamvourg, a famous 
Hanfiatick'Town. It is a Republick,and Ciy 
of great Trade, Pura on: partly by the 
Engliſh Company of MM erchant Aavent urers, 
but much more by the Dutch Proteſtants, 


who in the time of the Duke of ,4/ta for. - 


ſook the Low-Countries and ſertled here.and 
the Proteſtants alſo who were turned out of 
Cologne, and other Places in Germany ; Who 
nevertheleſs are not now allowed Publick 
Churches within the City, bur at a place called 
Altena,a\illage belonging to the King of Der. 
mark a quarter of an hours walk diſtant from 
Hambourg. This Commonwealth 1s L#:v- 
ran, and governed by 4 Burghermaſters, 24 
Radts-heers, and a Common-Council of !! 
the Burghers who have above 40 Shilling 
pr Amum Freehold. The Symbol or Motto 
-under their Arms, is, Da Pacem Domine in 
Diebus noſtrs; and in their Standards are 
theſe Letters S. P. 0. The People here 
groan under heavy Taxes and Impolitions; 
'The State, becauſe of continual Alarms they 
have from the King of Dezmark, or other 
Neighbours ; and the Inteſtine Broils that 
frequently happen here, as well as at Cc/ gr, 
where the Burghermaſters are often in dat- 

er of their Lives from the mutinous Mo 

le; being forced to maintain 6 or 7002 
Men in Pay, beſides 2 or 3 Men of Wa: :0 
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guard their Havens from Pirats. I ſhall nor 
name all the ways of impoſing Taxes which 
this Commonwealth uſes, - becauſe in moſt 
they imitate the Methods of the Stares-Ge- 
neral as to that, which have been mentioned 
before: I ſhall only take notice of ſome pe- 
'culiar Cuſtoms they have, wherein they 
differ from Holland, When a Barber, Shoe- 
maker, or any other Artizan dies, Icaving 
a Widow and Children , another of thc 
ſame-Trade is not admitted to {et up for 
himſelf as a Maſter, unleſs he compound 
with the Wadow for a piece of Money, or 
elſe marry her, or a Daughter of hers with 
her conſent. | | 

If any Man cauſe another to be Arreſted 
for Debt, or upon any other Suit , the 
Plainciff muſt go along with the Officer who 
Arreſts the Party, and ſtay by him un 
the Priſoner be examined by tne Sheriff ; 
ſo that if the Sheriff be not to be ſpoken 
with that nighe, the Plaintiff mult carry 
with the Priſoner all night, until the Sheriff 
examin the matter, and ſee cauſe of dit- 
rn ap or committing the Party; but 
this a Plaintiff may do by a Procuration 
Norarial. 

If a Priſoner be committed for Debt, the

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diſcharged; and if during the time of his 
Impriſonment the Plaintiff do not pundt.

and nevertheleſs the Plaintiff muſt pay the 
Gaoler the laſt Month's Allowance. 

This State is ſevere in the execution of 
Juſtice againſt Thieves, Murderers, and 
Cheats. There is no Pardon to be ex 
&ed for Murder, and a Burghermaſter him- 
| lelf, if Guilty, cannot eſcape. The Pu 

niſhment for Murder is here as in Swedes, 
breaking Malefacors on the Wheel,pinching 
their Breaſts and Arms with hot Pincers, 
{pitting them in at the Fundament, and out 
at the Shoulder: They have alfo cruel ways 
of Torturing to make Priſoners confeſs; 
and are very careful not to be cheated in 
their Publick Revenue, their Exciſe-men 
and Collectors being Puniſhed as in HoLans, 
They take a very good courſe not to be 
cheated in their Exciſe, for all the Mills of 
the Country are in the hands of the State; 
fo that no Baker nor Brewer can grind his 
own Corn, but muſt have it ground at the 
States Mills, where they pay the Excile. 
There 15 a General Tax upon all Houſes, 
and that is the Eighth Penny, which never- 
theleſs does not excuſe them from Chimney- 
money. . The States here, as at Genoua 1n 
kaly, are the Publick;V intners, of whom 
al Pcople muſt buy their Wine , _ 
ency

lar of Germany, and of the Baltick and 
orthern Seas. They give great Privilege 
ro the Jews, and to all Strangers whatſoever, 
clp;cially the Engliſh Company of Merchant 
Adventurers, whom they allow a large Build. 
11g, where they have a Church, and where 
the Deputy-Governour, Secretary, Miniſter, 
and the other Ofhcers of the Company live, 
to wliom they yearly make Preſents of Wine, 
Beer, Sheep, Salmond and Sturgeon in their 


ſeaſons. And fo much of Hamvourg. 


Rom Hambourg T went to Lubeck, which 

is alſo a Commonwealth and Imperial 
Town. It is a large well-built City, con- 
taining ten Pariſh-Churches; the Cathedral 
cedicated to St. Peter being in length 59 
Foot, with two high Spires all covered with 
Eras, as the reſt ot the Churches of that C- 
tv are. In former times this City was the 
pace where the Deputies of all the Hanfſia- 
tick Towns aſſembled, and was once fo 
powerful as to make War againft Denmark 
and Swe:den, and to conquer ſeveral places 
and Eland: belonging to thoſe two Crowns, 
nay 


nay and to lend Ships to England and other 
Potentates, withour any prejudice to their 
own Trade, wherein they vyed in all parts 
with their Neighbours ; but it s now ex- 
ceedinply run into decay, not only in Ter- 
ritories, bur in Wealth and Trade alſo. And 
the reaſon of that was chiefly the Inconſide- 
rate Zeal of their Lutheran Miniſters, - who 
perlwaded the Magiſtrates to baniſh all Ro- 
man Catholicks, Calviniſts, Jews, and all 
that diſſented from them in matter of Reli- 
gion, even the Engliſh Company too, who 
all went and ſetled in Hamberrg, to the great 
Advantage of that City, and almoſt ruine of 
Luveck, which hath not now above 200 Ships 

Ing to it, nor more Territories to the 
Sate than the City it ſelf, and a ſmall parr 
called Termond, about eight Miles diſtant from 
it. The reſt of their Terricories are now in 
the poſſeflion of the Danes and Swedes, by 
whom the Burghers are ſo continually alarm- 
ed, that they are quite tired out with keep- 
ing Guard, and paying of Taxes. The Ci- 
ty 15 indeed well fortified ; but the Govern- 
ment not being able to maintain above 1520 
Soldiers in pay, 409 Burghers in two Com- 
panies are oblls d to watch every Day. They 
have a large well-built Stadthouſe, and an 
Exchange covered, on the top whereot the 
Globes of the World are painted. This Ex- 
change is about 5o Yards in the length, and 
but 15 in i995 Qver it there 15 a Room 


whers 
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where the Skins of five Lyons which the 
Burghers killed at the City-Gates in the Year 
1252. are kept ſtuft. The great Market. 
place is very large, where a Monumentl. 
Stone 15 to be ſeen, on which one of their 
Burghermaſters was beheaded tor running 
away withour fighting in a Sea-Engagement 
'The People here ſpend much time 1n their 
Churches at Devotion, which conſiſts chiefy 
1n Singing. The Women are beautiful, but 
disfigured with a kind of Antick Dreſs, they 
wearing Cloaks like Men. It is cheap living 
in this Town : For one may hire a Palace 
for a matter of 20 /, a Year, and have Pro- 
viſions at very reaſonable Rates ; beſides the 
Air and Water is very good, the City _ 
ſupplied with Fountains of Excellent Fre 

ater, which Hambourg wants ; and good 
Ground for Celleridge, there being Cellars 
here 40 or 5o Foot deep. 


Had the Curioſity to go from Lubeck to 
L fee the Ancient Ciry of Magdeburg, but 
found it ſo ruined and decayed ,- the SWe- 
diſh War, that I had no Encouragement to 
| Tay there. I therefore haltened to Berlin, 
the chicf Reſidence of the Elector of Bran: 
denburg ; at whoſe Court I met with a very 
Ingenuous French Merchant, who told me, 
that he, and divers other Merchants, wers 
deſigned to have lived in England, but were 


diſcouraged by a Lerter ſent trom London, by

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aFrench-Manthart was removing fromthence 
to Amſterdam, for theſe following Reaſons, 
which I Copied our of his Letter. 

Firſt, Becauſe the Reformed Religion is 
perſecuted in England as it is France; the 
which I told him was a great Untruth, for 
it is ent that they have been all along 
aoully admitted, and received into his 

ies Dominions, withour interruption, 

and allowed the free Exerciſe of their own 
Form of Worſhip,according to the Doctrine 
and i: op of the Churches of France.

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Thirdly, he faith, That in England thers 
s no Regiſter, and therefore many Frauds 
in Purchaſes and Morgages, which beget 
cedious Suits, and renders both dangerous 
to truſt. 

Fourthly, That if a Man would purchafſ: 
Land he cannot, being an Alien, until Na. 
turalized. 

Fifthly, That in England there are fo ma. 
ny Plots and Confuſions in Government, 
that the Kingdom 1 hardly quiet 20 Years 
cogether. | 

vixthly, that falſe Witneſſes were ſo com- 
mon in England, and the Crime of Perjury 
fo ſlightly puniſhed, that no Man could be 
fate i Life or Eſtate, if he chanced to be 
in Trouble. - 

Laſtly he faid, that the Engliſh are fo relt- 
les and quarelſom, that they not only to- 
ment and cheriſh Animoſities amongſt one 
another, but are every foot contriving and 
plotting againſt their Lawful Sovereign, and 
the Government. By ſach Surmiſes and In- 
ſinuations as theſe, the French and Germans 
are ſcared from truſting themſelves and For- 
tunes in England, and therefore ſettle in 4m 
ſterdam, Hamburgh, and other Cities, whers 
there are Banks and Regiſters : This I fay is 
one cauſe, why there are now to be ſeen at 
Amſterdam ſuch vaſt numbers of French and 
Germans, who have much enrich*d that 


City, and raiſed tha Rents of the Houſes 20 
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vr Cent, And the Silk-weavers grow alfo ve- 
rich, keeping ſo many Alms-Children to 
their Work, - and having all their Labour 
without any Charge, only for the teaching 
them their Trades 3 which hath leſſened the 
Revenues of the French Crown, and will, 
in time, greatly increaſe the number of the 
States Subjects, and advance their publick 
Incomes. 

Having made this Digreflion, I return to 
Berim; It is a City enlarged with fair Streets 
and Palaces : The Magiſtrates of the place 
ae Lutherans, which is the publick eſtabliſh- 
ed Religion in all the Eletors Dominions ; 
tough he himſelf and his Children be Cal- 
vinifts : He is look'd upon to be fo true to 
that Perſuaſion, that he is reckoned the Pro- 
tetor of the Calviniſts ; and indeed he ol- 
licited the Emperor very hard for a Tolcra- 
tion of the Proteſtants in Hwgary, His 
Chaplains, as -moſt of the Lutheran Mini- 
ſters alſo, endeavour to imitate the Engliſh 
n their way of Preaching: And his High- 
neſs is ſo much taken with Engliſh Divinity, 
that he entertains Divines for tranſlating En- 
giſh Books into the German Tongue, as 
The Whole Duty of Man, and ſeveral others. 
He has a large and ſtately Palace at Berlm, 
and therein a copious Library, enriched wit! 
many Manuſcripts, Medals, and Rarities of 
Antiquity. He may compare with mot: 


Þ rucees for handſom Guards, Doing all Oo! 
F ram 
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them proper well-bodied Men, and moſt 
part Officers who ride in his Guards of 
Horſe. As he is known in the World to be 
a Valiatit and Warlike Prince, fo he main 
tains in Pay an Army of 369co Men be. 
ſides five or ſix thonfand Horſemen, who in 
time of War ate modelled into Troops ; 
with which Body during the late War with 
Sweden, his Highnels's Father in Perlon beat 
the Swedes ont of his Country. Ie keeps 
his Forces in ſtri& Diſcipline, obliging all 
the Officers, if Proteſtants, on Swnd.1z; and 
Holy-days to march their ſeveral Companis 
in order to Church ; but if a Supzriour Of- 
ficer be of a contrary Perſwaſion, then the 
next in Commiſſion ſupplics his place. Thus 
cuſtom is Religiouſly obſerved by all his High- 
neſſes Gariſons, whilſt he himlelf gocs con- 
flantly to the Calviniſt Church acjoyning 
to the Court, with his Children, being five 
Sons, two Daughters, and two Daughters 
in-Law. | 
Amonegſt other Acts of Publick Piety and 
Charity, this Prince hath eſtabliſhed and en- 
dowed ſome Religious Houſes or Nunnerics 
tor Proteſtant young Ladies, where they 
may live virtuouſly, and ſpend their time 
evotion as long as they pleaſe, or other:

Ir is now embeliſhed 
3 W with a great many ſtately Houſes, and much 
improved from what it was 400 Years apo, 
as indeed moſt Cities are; for the Stadthouſe 
then built, is ſocontemptible and low, thatin 
Holand or England it would not be ſuffered 
to ſtand to diſgrace the Nation. The Coun- 
ci-Chamber where the Burghmaſters and 
Raedt fit, is two Rooms caſt into one, nor 
above nine Foot high ; and the two Rooms

eight Foot and a haif high. The King's Pa- 
ll face is a large Square of Ston2-building, 11

MF 0! Ground about it for Gardens and Walks. 
5M Jt was anciently ſurrounded with Water ; bur 
lomg Years ſince part of it was filled up' to 
make a Way from the Caftle-Gate down 11- 
to the old 'Fown. In this Palace there aic 
large Rooms; bur the ILodginges of tie King, 
M Qurzen, and Royal Family, are three Pair of 
i Stairs high, the Rooms in the firſt and te- 
KF cond Storics being deſtin'd tor theSenate- 
Chamber, and other Courts of Judicature. 
MN The King's Library is four Pair of Stairs 
 Pigh, being a Room about forty ſix Foot 
Iquare, with a Cloſer adjoyning to 1t not 
SF Half the Dimenſions. When I conſidered 
F . the Apartments and Furniture ol this me 
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I began to think that the French Author 
wrote Truth, who in his Remarks upon 
Swedeland ſays, That when Queen Clift, 
reſigned the Crown to Carolus Guſtav, the 
Father of this preſent King, ſhe diſpoſed of 
the beſt of the Furniture of the Court, and 
gave away a large ſhare of the Crown-Land 
to her Favorites ; in ſo much that the King, 
conſidering the poor Condition ſhe had let 
the K1 « in, and ſeeing the Court þ 
meanly furniſhed, ſaid, That had he known 
before he accepted the Crown, what then 
he did, he. would have taken other Mez- 
lures. 

There are many other ſtately Palaces in 
Stockholm belonging to the Nobility ; but 
many of them for want of Repairs, and not 
being inhabited, run to ruine ; ſeveral ofthe 
Nobles who lived in them formerly, having 
loſt the Eſtates that maintained thcir anci-nt 
Splendor, as we ſhall ſee hereafter , bcin 
retired unto a Country Life. There are al 
ſo ſome other Magnificent Structures begun, 
but not finiſhed, as that ſtately Bui:ding 1n- 
tended for a Parliament-Houſfe for the No- 
bles, and two or three Churches : Bur what 
I moſt wonder at, is the Vault wherein tit 
lar: King lies buried. is not as yet covered 
but with Boards, for it is to be obſerved t!1:! 
the Kings of Sweden have no Tombs and Mo- 
numents as in Enz/and and other Count! ics; 
Þut are put into Copper Coffins, with In 
mg ſcription 
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ſcriptions on them, and placed one by ano- 
ther in Vaults, adjoyning to the Gray-Friers 
Church. Theſe Vaults are about eight in 
Number, having Turrets over them, with 
Veins of Copper gilt, carved into the Cy- 
phers of the leveral Kings who give them 
their Names by being the firſt that are inter- 
red in them. The Vault of the late King is 
not yet finiſhed, no more than the Fabricks 
above-mentioned , which perhaps may be 
imputed to the late Troubles of Swedeland. 
The Number of the Inhabitants of Srockbolrm 
are alſo much decreaſed within theſe few 
Years, py by reaſon of the removal of 
the Court © Adm iralty and the Kings Shi 
from that City to Charles-Crown, a new Ha- 
ven lately made about 200 Engliſh Miles 
from thence, which hath drawn many Fa- 
milies belonging to the Fleet and Admiralty 
from Srockbolm to live there : And partly, 
becauſe many of the Nobility, Gentry, and 
thoſe that depended on them, are, as I ſaid 
before, withdrawn from Stockholm to a re- 
tired Life in the Country. Nevertheleſs the 
ordinary ſort of Burghers, who {till remain, 
are extreamly poor; ſeeing the Women are 
fajn to work like Horſes, drawing Carts, and 
' as Labourers in England, ſerving Maſons and 
Bricklayers with Stone, Bricks and Mortar, 
and unloading Veſſels that bring thoſe Mate- 
Tials ; ſome of the poor Creatures in the 
Summer-time toiling in their Smocks with- 


Ol 
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out either Shooes or Stockings. They per. 
form alſo the part of Watermen , and for a 
{mall matter will Row Paſſengers 45 Miles 
or more if they pleaſe. 

The Court here is very thin and ſilent, 
the King living frugally, and {cldom Dining 
in publick. He Eats commonly with the 
ewo Queens, his Mother and Conſort, who 
15 a Virtuous Princeſs, Siſter to the King of 
Denmark. She is the Mother of five Chil. 
dren, three Sons and two Daughters, with 
- Whom ſhe ſpends moſt of her time in Re 
tirement. :,”'The King is a goodly Prince, 
whom God hath Bleiled and Endowed with 
Accompliſhments far beyond what migh: 
have been expected from his Education , 
wherein he was extreamly abuſed, bun; 
Taught little mare than his Mother Tongu:. 
He is Gracious, Juſt and Valiant, confi:! 
at his Devotzon, and utterly averſ> from ail 
kind of Debauchery, and the unfſhiona>.. 
Yaniies of other Courts, in Plays and 
Pancing. | 

His ſports are Hunting and Exerciſing; 0! 
his Guards, and he rarely appears pubiick: 
or gives Audience to Strangers, which i 
umputed to his Senſe of the neglect of 1: 
Education. He is a Prince that hath ad a 
very hard beginning in the World, wiuch 
hath many times proved fortunate to great 
Men; and indeed, if we conſider all 2 
Ciicumftances of his early Misfortunes, how 


a 
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he was ſlighted and neglefted by his Nobles, 
who would hardly vouchſafe to pay him a 
viſit when he was among them in the Coun- 
try, or to do him Homage for the Lands 
they held of the Crown ; and how by the 
pernicious Counſels of the French, and the 
weakneſs or treachery of his Governors, he 
was miſled into a War that almoſt coſt him 
his Crown, having loſt the beſt of his Ter- 
ritories.in Germany and Schoen, and moſt of 
his Forces both by Sea and Land: It, I ſay, 
theſe things be conſidered, it will probably 
appear, that hardly any Prince before him 
hath in a ſhorter time, or more fully iced 
the Authority and Prerogative of the Crown, 
than he hath done in Sweden 5 for which he 
ſtands no ways obliged to France, as he was 
for the Reſtauration of what he loſt during 
the War. Heisnow as abſolute as the French 


' King, and makes Edjas, which have the 


Force of Laws, without the concurrence of 
the Eſtates of the Kingdom. He hath crected 
two Judicatures, the one called the College 
of Reduction, and the other of Inſpections ; 
the firſt of which hath put his Majeſty in 
Polſeflion again of all Lands alienated from 
tne Crown, and the other called to account 
all Perſons, even the Heirs and Executorsot 
tiole who had cheated the Crown, and 
made them refund what they or their Prede- 


ceſſors had appropriated to their own ule _ 
the 
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the publick Revenue. Theſe two neceſſary 
+ Conſtitutions, as they have reduced manz 

reat Families to a pineh , who formet!y 

ived ſplendidly upon the Crown Lands and 
Revenues, and obliged them to live athom: 
upon their ancient and private Patrimony in 
the Country , which is one great caule that 
the Court of Sweden is at preſent fo unfre. 
quented ; ſo have they enabled his Majeſty, 
without burdening of his Subjects, to ſupport 
the Charges of the Government, and to 
maintain 64000 Men in pay. The Truthis, 
his other Revenues are 46 ſmall, what a- 
rifes from the Copper and Iron Mines, one 
Silver Mine , the Pitch and Tar , the Cu- 
ftoms and Exciſe amounts to no extraordi- 
nary Sum of Moneye, and ite Land Tax in 
ſo barren a Country ſcarcely deſerving to he 
named. The Cultomes and Exciſe , I con- 
feb,are very high, and the rigorous manner 
of exacting them pernicious to Trade: Asfor 
inſtance ; If a Ship come to Stockholme from 
London,with a hunderd ſeveral ſorts of Goods, 
and thoſe Goods afligned to fifty ſeveral 
Men more or leſs, if any of thoſe fifty do 
not pay the Cuſtom of what belongs to him, 
though it be for a Barrel of Beer , the Ship 
thall nor be unladen, nor no Man have his 
Goods out, though he hath fully pay'd th: 
Cuſtoms for them, till this laſt Man hath 
pay'd his There are ſeveral other ſilly 
. Cuſtoms

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Cuſtoms in Swedeland that diſcourages Men 
from Trading there ; as if any Stranger Die 
there, a third of his Eſtate muſt go to the 
City or Town where he Traded. ' No Fo- 
reign Merchant in Srockbolme can Travel in- 
to any Country where there 1s a Fair with- 
out a Paſſport : And at preſent, ſeeing there 
is no Treaty of "Trade betwixt England and 
Sweden, though the Engliſh bring as conſide- 
rable a Trade to that Kingdom as any other 
Country whatſoever, yer they are my un- 


DRY uſed by the Officers of the Cuſtom-. 


Houſe ; whereas the Dutch, in Lubeck, and 
other Cities, have new and greater Privi- 
leges allowed them. Nor would I Counſel 
an Engliſh-man to go to Law with a Swediſh 
Burgher in Sweden , eſpecially if he be a 
Whiggiſh Scot , who hath got his Freedom 
in Stockbolmme, for thoſe are a kind of Scrapers, 
whom I have obſerved to bemore inveterate 
againlt the Engliſh than the Native Swedes. 
Of all the Swediſh Army of 64500 Men, 
the King keeps but 12 Companies of 209 
Men a-peice , with ſome few Horſe Guards 
in Stockbolme , who are not upon Duty as 
Sentinels at the Court Gates, asatthe Courts 
of other Princes. The relt are diſperſed in- 
to Quarters and Gariſons upon the Frontiers, 
which are fo far diſtant in that large compals 
of Land which his Territories take up, that 
it would require a hard and tedious work to 


bring them together to a general M _ 
ey 
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They are however. kept under very ſhi 
Diſcipline, and thoſe that lie near, otzn 
viewed by the King. "They have odd tort; 
of Puniſhments for the Soldiers and Officer; 


of all Degrees : For Example, if a Scrjcane * 


or Corporal be Drunk, or negligent on Du- 
ty, they are put into Armour,and with three 
Muskets tied under each Arm, made to walk 
ewo Hours before the Court of Guard; yer, 
for all the ſeverity of Diſcipline uſed again't 
the Soldiers, they commit many Abules in 
the Night time, Robbing, and ſometimes 
killing Men upon the Streets un Srockho/ne, 
where they have no Lights nor Guards as in 
Copenhagen, In former tunes there have 

at one time 35 Colonels, beſides Ge- 
neral Officers in the Swediſh Army , all thc 
Subjects of the King of Great Britain, but 
at preſent there are few or none, unleſs it 
be the Sons of ſome Scotiſh Officers De- 
ceaſed ; nor did I ever ſee an Englith-Man 
ih the Kings Guards, Horſe or Foot , but 
one, and the Son of Sir Edward Wood, wi9 
hath ſince quitted the Service. The Kinz 
hath exceedingly won the Hearts of ths 
common People, not only by exempting 
them from the Tyrannical juriſdiction of the 
Nobility and Gentry, who formerly wou!. 
by their own private Authority, puniſh and 
put ro Death the Peaſants at their plcaſire, 
which makes the Countries ver willing to 
Quarter the Kings Soldiers, bur bo his exact- 
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neſs it puniſhing Duels, Murder, and Rob- 


beries. Perjury is Death here alfo, as in 
Holland, which makesthe Magiſtrates in ſome 
parts of this Kings Territories,enjoyn {trange 
| kinds of Oaths to deter Men trom being for- 
' fworn: As for inſtance, in ſome'places the 
Witneſs is ſet with a Staff un his Hand upon 
ſome Peeble Stones and Charcoal, where he 
s to 1umprecate and pray, that it what he 
Sweareth be not true, his Land may become 
as barren as thoſe Stones, and his Subſtance 
be Conſumed to Aſhes like the Coals he ſtands 
on, which as foon as he ſteps down are ſet 
on Fire. This manner of Swearing ſo ter- 
rifies the People, that they commonly trem- 
ble when they come to take their Oath. 
The Religion of the Dominions of the 
King of Sweden, *as of thoſe of the King of 
Denmark, and of other Princcs and States 
whom we have named, is Lutheran, who are 
more rigid to Roman Catholicks and Calvt- 
niſts than the Proteſtants of Germany, There 
5 no Toleration allowed kere to Calviniſt 
Miniſters; and they take an etfectual courſe 
to keep the Country clear of Prielts and Je- 
ſuits, by Guelding them , whether they be 
young or old. In Commemoration ot the 
great Lofles and Deſolation ſuſtained in the 
late War,the Suedes ſtrictly keep tour Faſting 
Days in the Months of Aoril, May, fre, 
and Fyly; on which days all Men are pro- 


hibited by Authority to kindle Fire ” tiCir 
OUuleSs, 
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Houſes, or to Ear till after Evening Service 
is done, which in the Winter time could not 
be endured. They delight much in Singing 
in their Churches , which they conſtantly 
perform twice every day, Morning and 
Evening. In their Marryings, Chriſtening, 
and Buryings they are fo prodigally extrava- 
gant, that 1 all three happen in one year to 
a Man of a competent Eitate, it is enough 
to break him. The- Clergy of Sweden are 
neither ſo Rich nor Learned as thoſe of 
Germany, wanting both the opportuniries of 
Study, and of converſing with Learned Men, 
that thoſe of other Countrys enjoy , though 
there be ſome Learned Men amongſt them. 
A Bithoprick in Sweden is no great Benefice, 
if In with ſome Parſonages in Eny- 
land; forthe Archbiſhop, and Metropolitan 
hath not above 400 L. per Anmim, and ſome 
of the reſt are not worth above 1 5 or 200/. 
a year. The inferiour Clergy are not {6 
regular in theirLives and Converſationinthe 
Countries diſtant from Srockholme, as they are 
near the Court; and the Reaſon is, partly 
becauſe ag entertain Travellers that paſsthe 
Country, there being no Inns in moft places 
for the Accommodation of Perſons ef any 
Cy, and fo are obliged to drink with 
their Gueſts ; and partly, becauſe at Buryings 
and Chriſtenings, where there is commoniy 
high Drinking, the Pape or Parſon is Maſter 
of the Ceremonies; And here give me leave

The Court is 
much frequented every day , but efpecially 
on Sundays,where about Eleven of the Clock 
nthe Morning, the Nobility, Foreign Mi- 
nilters, and Officers of the Army aſfemble, 
and make a glorious Appearance. There 
one may fee many Knights of the Order of 
the Elephant of Mzlro ; but I never ſaw any 
Order of the like Nature as that of Sweden,

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When T firſt began to write this Tres: 
tiſe, I had ſome thoughts of making Obfer. 
vations upon the ſeveral Governments of 
other States and Dominions, where I had 
travelled ſome years before I was in the 
Countries I have been ſpeaking of, as of the 
reft of Germany, Hungary, Swizerlaud, Italy, 
and France; but that was a Subject fo large, 
and the uſefulneſs of it to my preſent De- 
ſign 1o inconſiderable, that by doing o, 1 
tound I could neither fatisfe the Curious, by 
adding any thing material to thoſe many 
who have already obliged the Publick by 
the Remarks of their Travels in thoſe Pla- 
ces ; or make my diſcontented Country- 
men more averſe than they are already trom 
removing into thoſe Countries , where | 
think few of them will chuſe to tranſport 
themſelves for the fake of Liberty and Pro- 
perty, though England were even worle than 
they themſelves fancy it can be. All that 
remains to be done then, is to conclude this 
Treatiſe with an obvious and popular Re- 
mark, that thoſe Countries, where Cities 
are greateſt and moſt frequented by volun- 
tary Inhabitants, are always the beſt to live 
in; and by comparing the City of Ln» 
with all other Cities of. Exrope, and demon 
ſtrating by the Surveys I have made, (which 
I think will hardly be contradicted or con- 
tuted) that of all the Capital Cities of: Ev- 


rope it 15 the biggeſt and moſt populous, and 
is 
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if prove conſe entially that England, for 
the generality of People, is the beſt Coun- 
try in the World, eſpecially for its Natives, 
to live in. Now this being an Obſervation 
(for what I know) not hitherto made good 
by Induction and Inſtance, (as I intend to 
do it) I hope it will pleaſe the Reader as 
much, as if 1 gave him a particular account 
of other Countries and Governments, and 
ſeave it to his own Reflection to ſtate the 
Compariſon. 

Though London within the Wal!s cannot 
vye for bigneſs with many Cities of Erurepe ; 
yet take the City and Suburbs together, ac- 
cording as it hath been ſurvey'd by Mr. Mer- 
gin, in breadth from St. George's Church in 
Southwark to Sh:redutch, and 1n length from 
Limehouſe to Petty- France in Weſtminſter, and 
tis in a vaſt proportion larger in compaſs 
of Ground, and number of Houſes, than 
any City in Europe whatſoever. This I ſhall 
demonſtrate firſt , by comparing it with 
ſome Cities of Holand, and then with the 
moſt conſiderable Cities of the other Coun.
